Segun Pre- 
mier Wever-Croes a indica 
den e comunicado di prensa, 
‘a reuni cu e periodista y a 
adresa tur e puntonan cu el 
a trece dilanti den su carta. 
Ademas a splica e otro banda 
di medaya (e banda di Gobi- 
erno), a refuta acusacionnan 
treci dilanti y a yega na e con- 
clusion cu no tin un censura”. 


Sinembargo, Morillo via e- 
mail a reacciona bisando cu 
berdad a reuni cu Wever- 
Croes, pero no a yega na un 
acuerdo.

“Mi kier remarca si cu e arti- 
culo ta menciona transparen- 
cia di gobierno y no ta men- 
ciona e procedura legal cu 
Aruba tin den nos leynan cu 
ta obliga Gobierno pa duna 
informacion na entre otro 
prensa, esta e lansverorden- 
ing openbaarheid van bestuur 
(LOB).

Asina por ehempel, un 
minister di finanzas por ne- 
nga di contesta un peticion di 
Lob dirigi na Banco Central, 
maske esaki ta un instituto 
independiente, simplemente 
pasobra e mester bay via e 
minister.

Guardsman who drowned 
on Texas border had no 
float device 


(AP) — A Texas National Guard member who 
drowned on the U.S.-Mexico border while on 
duty was not equipped with a flotation device 
when he jumped in the Rio Grande to help a 
migrant who was struggling to swim across, 
state officials said Wednesday. 


Spc. Bishop Evans, who was missing three days 
before search crews found his body Monday, was 
among the more than 6,100 guard members sta- 
tioned on the border as part of Republican Gov. 
Greg Abbott's massive border security mission 
known as Operation Lone Star. The mission has 
43 flotation devices for guard members who are 
assigned to boat missions, Maj. Gen. Thomas 
Suelzer said. Evans was not a boat crew member. 


Requests for more flotation devices were first 
made in February but have been delayed by supply 
chain issues, Suelzer told lawmakers in the Texas 
Capitol while facing questions about Evans' death, 
low morale and equipment shortages that have rat- 
tled the yearlong mission. Guard leaders defended 
not issuing all soldiers flotation devices because, 
they said, many are stationed on land. 


Suelzer said that since Evans' death, guard mem- 
bers have been instructed not to go in the water 
unless they have special training. 

"(He) was a human being," Suelzer said. "He saw 
a human being drowning and he jumped in the 
water to save them." 


Migrant rescues by Border Patrol are common 
along Texas' 1,200-mile (1,930-kilometer) border 
with Mexico. Attempted crossings are sometimes 
deadly. 

Brig. Gen. Monie Ulis said that guard members 
mostly stay on the banks to help migrants, and that 
he could recall only four or five instances where a 
guard member went into the water. 


Evans is at least the fifth guard member who has 
died during the mission, a number that included 
suicides, said state Sen. Roland Gutierrez, a Dem- 
ocrat has called for an inquest into the deaths. The 
mission includes thousands of state troopers, pa- 
trol boats on the Rio Grande and surveillance air- 
craft, and costs the state more than $2 million a 
day, said Steve McCraw, the director of the Texas 
Department of Public Safety. 


Abbott gave guard members unusual authority last 
year to detain and arrest migrants, but most on the 
mission are assigned to observation posts. Guard 
leaders acknowledged morale problems, including 
equipment shortages and sparse living conditions, 
but said improvements have been made in recent 
months. 


"Average morale would be about a seven," Ulis 
said. "Far above when we first started." 
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Harvard pledges $100M to research, atone for role in slavery 


(AP) — Harvard Universi- 
ty is vowing to spend $100 
million to study and atone 
for its extensive ties with 
slavery, the school’s presi- 
dent announced Tuesday, 
with plans to identify and 
support the descendants 
of enslaved people who 
labored at the Ivy League 
campus. 


President Lawrence Bacow 
announced the funding as 
Harvard released a new re- 
port detailing the many ways 
the college benefited from 
slavery and perpetuated ra- 
cial inequality. But the report 
stops short of recommending 
direct financial reparations, 
and officials have no imme- 
diate plans for that kind of 
support. 


Harvard, the nation’s oldest 
and wealthiest college, is the 
latest among a growing num- 
ber of U.S. schools attempt- 
ing to confront their involve- 
ment with slavery and also 
make amends for it. 


The report, commissioned by 
Bacow, found that Harvard’s 
faculty, staff and leaders en- 
slaved more than 70 Black 
and Native American people 
from the school’s founding 
in 1636 to 1783. It cautions 
that the figure is “almost cer- 
tainly an undercount.” Using 
historical records, researchers 
were able to identify dozens 
of enslaved people by name, 
along with their connection 
to the university. 


Most were identified only by 
a single name, such as Cesar, 
Dinah and Venus. 


“Enslaved men and women 
served Harvard presidents 
and professors and fed and 
cared for Harvard students,” 
researchers found. “More- 
over, throughout this period 
and well into the 19th cen- 
tury, the University and its 
donors benefited from exten- 
sive financial ties to slavery.” 
The report says the universi- 
ty “should make a significant 
monetary commitment, and 
it should invest in remedies 
of equal or greater breadth 
than other universities.” Ba- 
cow said Harvard will at- 
tempt to redress its wrongs 
through “teaching, research 
and service.” He is creating a 
committee to implement the 
report’s suggestions. 


Building on earlier research 
at Harvard, the report details 
how the university depended 
on the slave trade in its early 
years and profited from it for 
decades. 


Harvard invested directly in 
the sugar and rum trades in 
the Caribbean, along with 
the U.S. cotton and railroad 
industries. The college’s early 
growth is credited to support 
from wealthy donors who 
accumulated their fortunes 
through the slave trade and 
industries that relied on it. 


Along with the 70 people 
who were enslaved, the re- 
port also lists their enslavers 


— including several Harvard 
presidents and high-ranking 
officials — and the campus 
buildings, rooms and profes- 
sorships that are still named 
after them. 


Even after slavery was abol- 
ished, the report says, promi- 
nent scholars continued to 
promote concepts that fueled 
racist ideas. 


It cites work by 19th century 
professor Louis Agassiz, who 
pushed discredited theories 
on “race science” and eu- 
genics. Another scholar led 
a “physical education” pro- 
gram that collected students’ 
physical measurements to 
support research advancing 
eugenic theories. 


In his message, Bacow called 
the findings “disturbing and 
shocking,” and he acknowl- 
edged that the school “per- 
petuated practices that were 
profoundly immoral.” 


“Consequently, I believe we 
bear a moral responsibility to 
do what we can to address the 
persistent corrosive effects of 
those historical practices on 
individuals, on Harvard, and 
on our society,” he wrote. 


The 130-page report includ- 
ed a series of recommenda- 
tions that Bacow endorsed. 
The $100 million will be 
used to carry out the work, 
with some funding to be 
made available now and more 
to be held in an endowment. 
The university itself has an 


a die an 


endowment of more than 
$50 billion, the largest in the 


nation. 


The report says Harvard 
should identify the descen- 
dants of enslaved people and 
engage with them “through 
dialogue, programming, in- 
formation sharing, relation- 
ship building and educational 
support.” 


“Through such efforts, these 
descendants can recover their 
histories, tell their stories and 
pursue empowering knowl- 
edge,” the report said. 


More broadly, it urges Har- 
vard to fight racial inequal- 
ity by expanding education 
options for descendants of 
enslaved people, especially in 
the South and the Caribbean. 
It calls on the university to 
work closely with histori- 
cally Black colleges across the 
country, with new funding to 
bring students and scholars 
to Harvard for up to a year at 
a time. 


EN 
And acknowledging the en- 
slavement of Native Ameri- 
cans, it calls on Harvard to 
build closer ties with New 
England tribes. Harvard 
should recruit more students 
from tribal communities, the 
report says, and organize a 
national conference promot- 
ing research on the enslave- 
ment of Indigenous people. 


In accepting the recommen- 
dations, Harvard joins an in- 
creasing number of colleges 
attempting to move from re- 
search to action as they rec- 
oncile with their histories. 


Georgetown University 
in 2019 promised to raise 
$400,000 a year for the de- 
scendants of enslaved peo- 
ple sold by the school. The 
Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary created a $27.6 mil- 
lion reparative endowment. 
The University of Virginia 
established scholarships for 
the descendants of enslaved 
people. 


Fauci: US in ‘a different moment’ but pandemic not over 


(AP) - Dr. Anthony Fau- 
ci said Wednesday the 
coronavirus is under bet- 
ter control in the United 
States. but the pandemic 
isn’t over — and the chal- 
lenge is how to keep im- 


proving the situation. 


“We are in a different mo- 
ment of the pandemic,” said 
Fauci, the nation’s top infec- 
tious disease expert, in an in- 
terview with The Associated 


Press. 


After a brutal winter surge, 
“weve now decelerated and 
transitioned into more of a 
controlled phase,” he said. 
“By no means does that mean 
the pandemic is over.” 


His comments came a day af- 
ter he said on the PBS “New- 
sHour” that the U.S. was 
“out of the pandemic phase” 
and also told The Washing- 
ton Post that the country was 
finally “out of the full-blown 
explosive pandemic phase.” 


Fauci’s remarks reflect how 
health authorities are wres- 
tling with the next stage of 
the pandemic — how to keep 
COVID-19 cases and hospi- 
talizations manageable and 
learn to live with what’s still 
a mutating and unpredictable 


virus. 


Fauci said the U.S. appears 
to be out of what he called 
the “fulminant phase” of the 
pandemic, huge variant surg- 
es that at their worst sparked 
hundreds of thousands of 
infections daily, along with 
tens of thousands of hospi- 
talizations and thousands of 
deaths. 


COVID-19 cases are at a low- 
er point than they’ve been in 
months and two-thirds of the 
U.S. population is vaccinat- 
ed. Nearly half of those who 
need a booster dose have got- 
ten the extra shot, and effec- 
tive treatments are available. 


“We are much, much better 
off than we were a year ago,” 
he said. 


Still, there have been lulls be- 
fore, and while cases are low, 
they are increasing in many 
parts of the country. Vaccina- 
tion rates worldwide are far 
lower, especially in develop- 
ing countries. 


To keep improving, Fauci 
ticked off a to-do list: Get 
more people fully vaccinated; 
develop even better vaccines; 
figure out the best booster 
strategy to counter variants; 
and make sure people can ac- 
cess treatment as soon as they 
need it. 


“We can’t take our foot 
off the pedal,” Fauci said. 
“There’s a lot of viral dynam- 
ics throughout the world and 
we still may get another vari- 
ant which could lead to an- 
other potential surge.” 
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Perdue invokes Trump election lies in Georgia GOP primary 


(AP) — As he met with 
voters recently in a part of 
northwest Georgia where 
Donald Trump is still very 


popular, David Perdue 
invoked his belief in the 
lie that elections in 2020 
and 2021 were stolen from 
the former president and 
himself. 


“First of all, it was stolen,” 
Perdue said. “The facts are 
coming out.” 


When the rally was over, Per- 
due visited the storefront of- 
fice of a group that similarly 
espouses election falsehoods. 
Perdue posted a photo on 


his Facebook page of himself 
beaming as the group’s co- 
founder talks under a banner 
proclaiming “a legal vote re- 
quires the rule of law.” 


The emphasis on false elec- 
tion claims is a reminder of 
how far Perdue has veered 
to the right ahead of next 
month’s primary against in- 
cumbent Republican Gov. 
Brian Kemp. He’s evolved 
from a business-minded 
conservative who won a U.S. 
Senate seat in 2014 by focus- 
ing on federal spending to 
a hard-liner who associates 
with conspiracy theorists. 


That tracks with the broader 
shifts in the Republican Party 
under Trump. But some in 
the GOP warn that the fixa- 
tion on past elections will do 
little to win a general election 
in Georgia, where moderate 
voters are crucial. 


Perdue, who was personally 
courted by Trump to enter 
the race as retribution for 
Kemp not going along with 
election lies, is lagging ahead 
of the May 24 primary. An 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution 
poll released Tuesday found 
Kemp leading Perdue 53% 
to 27% among likely voters. 
While that’s a sizable mar- 
gin, it just barely puts Kemp 
above the 50% threshold he 
would need to avoid a runoff. 


Kemp is pressing his ad- 
vantage, traveling Tuesday 
to a barbecue restaurant in 
Perdue’s middle Georgia 
hometown of Bonaire to 
sign a state income tax cut 
that could eventually total 
$2 billion. While Perdue has 
pushed to gradually eliminate 
the state income tax entirely, 
Kemp boasted of a series of 
tax breaks, including a two- 


month gas tax holiday and 
a $1 billion-plus special in- 
come tax refund. 


Speaking at the White Dia- 
mond Grill, a longtime Per- 
due hangout featured in a 
campaign commercial for 
Perdue’s 2014 Senate run, 
Kemp said he wants state 
government to “take in the 
very least amount possible 
needed to serve the people 


properly.” 


Despite Perdue’s change in 
tone since 2014, the former 
chief executive of Reebok 
and Dollar General insists he 
hasn’t changed as he eyes the 
governor’s mansion. 


Still, Perdue’s sharpest focus 
is on claims that Georgia’s 
2020 presidential election 
and 2021 Senate runoffs, in 
which Perdue lost to Demo- 
crat Jon Ossoff, were fraudu- 
lently won by Democrats. 
No credible evidence has 
emerged to support Perdue 
and Trump’s claims of mass 
voter fraud. Federal and state 
election officials and Trump’s 
own attorney general have 
said the election was fair, and 


the former president’s allega- 
tions were also roundly re- 
jected by courts, including by 
judges Trump appointed. 


During the speech, he touted 
his lawsuit that seeks to un- 
seal physical ballots for ex- 
amination in Atlanta’s Fulton 
County, making allegations 
without evidence that poll 
workers took bribes and peo- 
ple were paid to gather and 
deliver ballots illegally. 


Perdue in 2014 was channel- 
ing some of the same busi- 
nessman-outsider themes 
that Trump harnessed so 
powerfully two years later. 
But he was more subtle then, 
introducing himself to voters 
as a “different type of person” 
who cared most about re- 
forming federal spending. 


Perdue wasn’t generally seen 
as the most conservative 
choice in 2014. After win- 
ning the primary, he defeated 
Democratic candidate Mi- 
chelle Nunn, whom he said 
he still considered a friend 
years later, a nod to a bipar- 
tisanship out of vogue among 
hardcore partisans. 


Oklahoma governor signs ban on nonbinary birth certificates 


(AP) — Oklahoma Gov. 
Kevin Stitt signed a bill 
Tuesday explicitly prohib- 
iting the use of nonbinary 
gender markers on state 
birth certificates, a ban 
experts say is the first of its 
kind in the nation. 


The bill followed a flap last 
year over the Oklahoma 
State Department of Health’s 
agreement in a civil case al- 
lowing a nonbinary option. 
The birth certificate in that 
case was issued to an Okla- 
homa-born Oregon resident 
who sued after the agency 
initially refused the request. 
People who are nonbinary do 
not identify with traditional 
male or female gender as- 
signments. 


News of the settlement 
prompted outrage among 
Republicans, including Stitt, 
who along with fellow con- 
servatives in a number of 
GOP-led states have been en- 
gaged in a culture war over is- 
sues like restricting LGBTQ 
and abortion rights that drive 
the party’s base in an election 
year. Stitt’s appointee to lead 
the agency abruptly resigned 
the next day, and the gover- 
nor then promptly issued an 


executive order prohibiting 
any changes to a person's 
gender on birth certificates, 
despite the settlement agree- 
ment. A civil rights group has 
challenged the executive or- 
der in federal court, but the 
state has not yet responded. 


Many states only offer male 
or female gender options on 
birth certificates, but Okla- 
homa is the first to write the 
nonbinary prohibition into 
law, according to Lambda Le- 
gal, the civil rights group su- 
ing Oklahoma. 


Currently, 15 states and the 
District of Columbia specifi- 
cally allow a gender marker 
designation outside of male 
or female, according to the 
National Center for Trans- 
gender Equality. That num- 
ber will increase on July 1 
when Vermont’s new statute 
goes into effect. 


“People are free to believe 
whatever they want about 
their identity, but science has 
determined people are either 
biologically male or female 
at birth,” said Oklahoma 
Rep. Sheila Dills, the House 
sponsor of the bill, in a state- 
ment after the bill passed the 


House last week. “We want 
clarity and truth on official 
state documents. Informa- 
tion should be based on es- 
tablished medical fact and 
not an ever-changing social 
dialogue.” 


Oklahomans in 2020 elected 
the nation’s first openly non- 
binary legislator in the coun- 
try, Oklahoma City Demo- 
crat Rep. Mauree ‘Turner, 
who said it was painful to 
have colleagues single out 
those who are gender diverse. 


“I find it a very extreme and 
grotesque use of power in 
this body to write this law 
and try to pass it — when lit- 
erally none of them live like 
us,” Turner tweeted the day 
the bill was debated. 


Republicans in conservative 
states across the country have 
introduced several bills this 
year targeting transgender 
and nonbinary people. Okla- 
homa’s governor earlier this 
year signed a bill prohibiting 
transgender girls from play- 
ing on female sports teams, 
one of many such bans be- 
ing signed into law across the 
country. Other conservative 
states, including Alabama, 


Arkansas, Tennessee and 
Texas, have passed laws pro- 
hibiting gender-confirming 
treatments for minors. 


The U.S. State Department 
recently announced it had 
issued its first passport with 
an “X” gender designation, 
marking a milestone in the 
recognition of the rights of 
people who do not identify as 
male or female, and expects 
to be able to offer the option 
more broadly next year.

Doctors and scientists say sex 
and gender are not the same 
thing.

a lead author of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics’ trans- 
gender policy. 
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(AP) — Polish and Bulgar- 
ian leaders accused Mos- 
cow of using natural gas 
to blackmail their coun- 
tries after Russia's state- 
controlled energy com- 
pany stopped supplying 
them with gas Wednesday. 
European Union lead- 
ers echoed those com- 
ments and were holding 
an emergency meeting on 
the Russian move. 


The gas cutoff to Poland and 
Bulgaria came after Russian 
President Vladimir Putin said 
that “unfriendly” countries 
would need to start paying 
for gas in rubles, Russia’s 
currency, which Bulgaria and 
Poland refused to do. 


Russian energy giant Gaz- 
prom said in a statement 
that it hadn’t received any 
payments from Poland and 
Bulgaria since April 1 and 
was suspending their deliver- 
ies starting Wednesday. And 
if those countries siphon 
off Russian gas intended for 
other European customers, 
Gazprom said deliveries to 
Europe will be reduced by 
that amount. 


European Commission Pres- 
ident Ursula von der Leyen 
said the announcement by 
Gazprom “is yet another at- 
tempt by Russia to use gas as 
an instrument of blackmail.” 


Europe is not without some 
leverage in the dispute, since 
it pays Russia $400 million 
a day for gas, money Putin 


would lose with a complete 
cutoff. 


Russia, however, rejected the 
idea that it was using black- 
mail while warning it may 
halt gas supplies to other Eu- 
ropean customers if they also 
refuse to switch to paying in 
rubles. 


Putin’s spokesman, Dmitry 
Peskov, argued that the Rus- 
sian demand to switch to 
paying for gas in rubles re- 
sulted from Western actions 
that froze Russian hard cur- 
rency assets. He said those 
were effectively “stolen” by 
the West in an “unprecedent- 
ed unfriendly action.” 


Polish Prime Minister Ma- 
teusz Morawiecki told Po- 
land’s_ parliament that he 
thinks the suspension was 
revenge for new sanctions 
against Russia that Warsaw 
imposed over Russia’s inva- 
sion of Ukraine. Morawiecki 
called it an “attack on Po- 
land” and an example of “gas 
imperialism” while vowing 
that Poland would not be 
cowed by the cutoff. He said 
the country was safe from an 
energy crisis thanks to years 
of efforts to secure gas from 
other countries. 


Some Poles and Bulgar- 
ians welcomed the cutoff for 
moving them closer to inde- 
pendence from Russian en- 


ergy. 


Dobrin Todorov, a resident of 
Sofia, the Bulgarian capital, 
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EU nations accuse Russia of using natural gas as ‘blackmail’ 


said given a “choice between 
freedom and dignity or gas, 
the answer is clear, in favor of 
freedom and dignity.” 


“So we will go through this 
ordeal. It cannot be com- 
pared to the hardship and 
tribulations that the Ukrai- 
nian people are currently suf- 
fering,” Todorov added. 


The new Polish sanctions 
against Russia, announced 
Tuesday, targeted 50 Russian 
oligarchs and companies, in- 
cluding Gazprom. Hours lat- 
er, Poland said it had received 
notice that Gazprom was 
cutting off its gas supplies 
for failing to pay in Russian 
rubles. Poland’s gas company, 
PGNiG, said the gas sup- 
plies from the Yamal pipeline 
stopped early Wednesday. 


Russian gas supplies to both 
Poland and Bulgaria already 
were expected to end later 
this year anyway. 


Poland relies on coal for 70% 
of its energy needs, with gas 
only making up around 7% 
of its energy mix. Several 
years ago, the country opened 
its first terminal for lique- 
fied natural gas, or LNG, in 
Swinoujscie, on the Baltic 
Sea coast. A pipeline from 
Norway is to due to start op- 
erating this year. 


Bulgarian Prime Minister 
Kiril Petkov, whose govern- 
ment has been cutting many 
of the country’s old ties with 
Russia, called Gazprom’s sus- 


pension of gas deliveries “a 
gross violation of their con- 
tract” and “blackmail.” He 
vowed to defend the coun- 
try’s interests and “support 
military-technical assistance 
to Ukraine.” 


In Bulgaria, the main con- 
sumers of gas are district 
heating companies. Bul- 
garia’s energy minister said 
his country can meet the 
needs of users for at least one 
month. 


Russia’s move raised wider 
concerns that other coun- 
tries could be targeted next 
as Western countries increase 
their support for Ukraine 
amid a war now in its third 
month. 


The Greek government 
held an emergency meet- 
ing Wednesday in Athens. 
Greece’s next scheduled pay- 
ment to Gazprom is due on 
May 25, and the government 
must decide whether it will 


comply with the demand to 
pay in rubles. 


Greece is ramping up its liq- 
uefied natural gas storage ca- 
pacity, and has contingency 
plans to switch several indus- 
try sectors from gas to die- 
sel as an emergency energy 
source. It has also reversed a 
program to reduce domestic 
coal production. 


If European nations decide 
not to pay in rubles, Rus- 
sia can sell its oil elsewhere, 
such as to India and China, 
because oil primarily moves 


by ship. 


It has less options with nat- 
ural gas, because the pipe- 
line network that carries gas 
from Russia’s huge deposits 
in northwestern Siberia’s Ya- 
mal Peninsula does not con- 
nect with pipelines that run 
to China. And Russia only 
has limited facilities to export 
super-chilled liquefied gas by 
ship. 


Myanmar court sentences Suu Kyi to 5 years for corruption 


(AP) — A court in mili- 
tary-ruled Myanmar con- 
victed former leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi of corruption 
and sentenced her to five 
years in prison Wednesday 
in the first of several cor- 
ruption cases against her. 


Suu Kyi, 76, who was ousted 
by an army takeover last year, 
has denied the allegation that 


she accepted gold and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
in a bribe from a top political 
colleague. 


Her supporters and indepen- 
dent legal experts consider 
Suu Kyi’s prosecution an un- 
just attempt to discredit her 
and legitimize the military’s 
seizure of power while pre- 
venting her from returning 


to an active role in politics. 


The daughter of Aung San, 
Myanmar’s founding father, 
Suu Kyi became a public fig- 
ure in 1988 during a failed 
uprising against a previous 
military government when 
she helped found the Na- 
tional League for Democracy 
party. She spent 15 of the 
next 21 years under house ar- 
rest for leading a nonviolent 
struggle for democracy that 
earned her the 1991 Nobel 
Peace Prize. When the army 
allowed an election in 2015, 
her party won a landslide vic- 
tory and she became the de 
facto head of state. Her party 
won a greater majority in the 
2020 polls. 


Suu Kyi is widely revered 
at home for her role in the 
country’s pro-democracy 
movement — and was long 


viewed abroad as an icon of 
that struggle, epitomized by 
her years under house arrest. 


But she also has been heav- 
ily criticized for showing 
deference to the military 
while ignoring and, at times, 
even defending rights viola- 
tions — most notably a 2017 
crackdown on Rohingya 
Muslims that rights groups 
have labeled genocide. While 
she has disputed allegations 
that army personnel killed 
Rohingya civilians, torched 
houses and raped women 
and she remains immensely 
popular at home, that stance 
has tarnished her reputation 
abroad. 


She has already been sen- 
tenced to six years’ imprison- 
ment in other cases and faces 
10 more corruption charges. 
The maximum punishment 


under the Anti-Corruption 
Act is 15 years in prison and a 
fine for each charge. Convic- 
tions in the other cases could 
bring sentences of more than 
100 years in prison in total. 


“These are  trumped-up 
charges, politically motivat- 
ed, to keep her inside prison 
for such a long time and also 
are designed to keep her away 
from the political limelight,” 
said Wai Hnin Pwint Thon, 
a Geneva-based activist with 
the pro-democracy group 
Burma Campaign UK. “And 
I’m sure the military is also 
thinking, by sentencing her, 
they are grabbing the hope 
away from people but, in 
reality, it’s doing completely 
the opposite because people 
haven’t lost hope. They are 
still standing up against the 
military.” 
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Zimbabwe's LOOC rebounds amid worries over health, labor 


(AP) — Zimbabwe, Afri- 
ca’s biggest tobacco grow- 
er and one of the world’s 
top exporters of the nico- 
tine leaf, has opened its 
selling season for the crop 
amid pledges to fight de- 
forestation and child la- 
bor in response to pres- 
sure from rights groups, 
environmentalists and in- 
ternational buyers. 


Tobacco is on a rebound in 
this southern African nation 
where production plummet- 
ed from a peak of 260 mil- 
lion kilograms (290,000 tons) 
in 1998 to less than 50 mil- 
lion kilograms (60,000 tons) 
a decade later following the 
eviction of several thousand 
white farmers who accounted 
for the majority of growers. 


In recent years Zimbabwe 


has rapidly increased the size 
of its crop, regaining its spot 
as one of the world’s top five 
exporters of tobacco. It ex- 
ported just over 200 million 
kilograms (220,000 tons) of 
tobacco in 2021, according to 
the Tobacco Industry Mar- 
keting Board. 


This year’s crop is expected 
to be about 10% and 15% 
smaller due to unfavorable 
weather, according to one of 
the country’s biggest mer- 
chants TSL Limited. 


Tobacco is one of Zimba- 
bwe’s biggest earners of for- 
eign currency alongside min- 
erals such as gold and funds 
sent by Zimbabweans living 
outside the country. Tobacco 
earned Zimbabwe about $1.2 
billion in exports last year and 
the government would like 


to see that increase “into a 
$5 billion industry by 2025,” 
Agriculture Minister Anxious 
Musuka said at the opening 
of the tobacco auction season 
at the end of March. 


The government hopes to 
encourage an increase in the 
size of the tobacco crop to 300 
million kilograms (330,000 
tons) annually by providing 
more local funding to farm- 
ers, Musuka said. 


With tobacco’s proven role 
in causing cancer, interna- 
tional marketers are urging 
Zimbabwe to avoid any other 
controversy by producing the 
crop in ways that don’t harm 
the environment or use child 
labor. 


Most of Zimbabwe’s tobacco 
is exported to Asian coun- 
tries, with China the largest 
single buyer. 


China has been integral to 
Zimbabwe’s tobacco boom 
by establishing a grower 
contract system run by the 
state-owned China National 
Tobacco Corporation, the 
world’s biggest cigarette pro- 
ducer. Under the system, the 
firm loans seeds, fertilizers, 
food, and money for labor 
and wood to farmers, who in 
turn are obligated to sell their 
crop to the firm or its agents. 


The bulk of Zimbabwe’s 
flue-cured tobacco crop 
now comes from more than 
100,000 small-scale Black 
farmers, many resettled 
on formerly white-owned 
farms. Small-scale farmers 
produced 133 million kilo- 
grams (about 147,000 tons), 
about 63% of the total crop 
of 211 million kilograms 
(about 233,000 tons) sold last 
year, according to the tobacco 
marketing board. 


This massive shift away from 
large-scale commercial farm- 
ing has changed who does 
the work producing the la- 
bor-intensive crop. The big 
white-owned commercial 
farms used to employ scores 
of full-time workers but now 
the small farms are mostly 
family operations that often 
rely on child labor, say rights 
activists. 


Another problem is that 
many of the new smaller to- 
bacco growers can't afford 
the electricity or coal needed 
to cure the tobacco leaves so 
they cut down nearby trees, 
causing Zimbabwe’s forests 
to decline by about 15% to 
20% annually in recent years, 
according to researchers. 


Under international pres- 
sure, Zimbabwe’s tobacco 
industry is trying to reduce 
these problems, Meanwell 


Gudu, CEO of the tobacco 
marketing board, told The 
Associated Press. 


“Many blue-chip companies 
who are our customers have 
developed a code that they 
refer to as the sustainable to- 
bacco program. As a supplier 
we need to comply with that 
code, which lists deforesta- 
tion and child labor as some 
of the undesirable practices,” 
Gudu said. 


The country has been on “a 
blitz of afforestation” that in- 
cludes farmers receiving tree 
seedlings to establish wood- 
lots in their areas, claimed 


Gudu. 


“We are planting a lot of trees 
so that we can be like our 
competitors. For example, if 
you look at Brazil, farmers 
there cure their tobacco from 
woodlots that they have es- 
tablished and not from indig- 
enous trees ... that's what we 
want to do,” said Gudu. 


Reducing the use of child 
labor could be a harder task 
because many families have 
been doing that for gen- 
erations, some farmers said. 
Children as young as five 
work in the fields with their 
parents as part of their nor- 
mal upbringing to help meet 
family costs, they said. 


Ushering in Holocaust day, Israeli PM warns of polarization 


(AP) — Israeli Prime Minister Naf- 
tali Bennett delivered a stark message 
Wednesday as the country ushered in 
its annual Holocaust memorial day, 
warning Jews against letting internal 
divisions tear society apart. 


Speaking at Yad Vashem, Israel’s me- 
morial to the 6 million Jews slaugh- 
tered by the Nazis and their collab- 
orators, Bennett also called on the 
world to stop comparing the Holo- 
caust to other events in history. He 
spoke after leaders in both Ukraine 
and Russia drew parallels between 
their ongoing war and the genocide 
during World War II. 


“As the years go by, there is more 
and more discourse in the world that 
compares other difficult events to 
the Holocaust. But no,” he said. “No 
event in history, cruel as it may have 
been, is comparable to the extermi- 
nation of Europe’s Jews by the Nazis 
and their collaborators.” 


Bennett’s speech, coming on one of 
Israel’s most solemn days of the year, 
came in a deeply personal context as 
well. On Tuesday, his family received 


a letter with a live bullet and a death 
threat. Israeli authorities tightened 
security around the premier and his 
family and were investigating. 


“My brothers and sisters, we cannot, 
we simply cannot allow the same dan- 
gerous gene of factionalism dismantle 
Israel from within,” Bennett said. 


Bennett did not explicitly refer to pol- 
itics. But he leads a narrow coalition 
that recently lost its parliamentary 
majority. His government is made up 
of eight parties that have little in com- 
mon beyond their shared animosity 
to former Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu, and Netanyahu, now the 
opposition leader, has worked hard to 
deepen divisions within the coalition. 


Bennett's government was formed 
after four inconclusive elections, un- 
derscoring the fissures in society over 
key issues, including the conflict with 
the Palestinians and relations between 
religious and secular Jews. 


Israel, founded in 1948 in the wake 
of the Nazi genocide, makes great ef- 
fort to memorialize the victims of the 


Holocaust and make heroes of those 
who survived. Today, the country is 
home to a large but rapidly dwindling 
community of fewer than 165,000 ag- 
ing survivors. 


For them, challenges loom. This 
year’s ceremony comes as Israel and 
much of the world emerges from 
the coronavirus pandemic, which 


confronted Holocaust survivors in 


particular with increased health risks 
as well as widespread loneliness and 
despair. 


Additionally, about a third of Israel’s 
Holocaust survivors live below the 
poverty line, with many sustained by 
government stipends and donations, 
according to a group that represents 
survivors. 
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As Nets try to hang on vs Celtics, Embiid, 76ers can move on 


(AP) — Kevin Durant and 
Kyrie Irving are struggling 
against Boston, and Ben 
Simmons won't be avail- 
able to help them Monday 
night with the Brooklyn 
Nets” season on the brink. 


His former teammate plans 
to play on, though. Joel Em- 
biid is determined to stay 
in Philadelphia’s lineup, no 
matter how much pain he has 
in his right thumb. 


Now 2 1/2 months after their 
blockbuster trade, the Nets 
and 76ers are in decidedly 
different places. The 76ers 
can move into the second 
round with a victory in Game 
5 against Toronto, while the 
Nets will be trying to avoid 
a sweep when they host the 


Celtics. 


The idea of four straight 
losses in the first round 
seemed unimaginable before 
the season, when the Nets 
were an NBA Finals favor- 
ite with Durant, Irving and 
James Harden. But Irving 
didn’t play at all to begin the 
season and then only on the 
road for most of it because 
he is not vaccinated against 
the coronavirus, making him 
ineligible in New York City. 
Then Harden was dealt to 
Philadelphia in a swap for 
Simmons at the trade dead- 
line and Brooklyn never met 
those expectations. 


Now even Durant doesn’t 
look as expected. Boston had 
him second-guessing himself 


after he took only 11 shots 
Saturday in a 109-103 loss. 
Irving was 6 for 17, missing 
all seven 3-pointers, and the 
only people who don’t seem 
surprised are the Celtics. 


“It’s going exactly how we 
expected for the most part, 
just because we believe in 
ourselves more than any- 
thing,” Defensive Player of 
the Year Marcus Smart said. 
“We knew the task coming in 
was high against a really good 
team with two of the best 
players to ever do this. So for 
us, we also knew that our de- 
fense had the potential to do 
our best on those guys be- 
cause of our length, our size 
and the way we play defense 
together.” 
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Simmons hasn’t played at 
all this season, sidelined by a 
herniated disk in his back af- 
ter coming to Brooklyn, and 
was ruled out of Game 4 af- 
ter hoping to play during the 
series. Unable to play their 


best players on the floor of- 
ten enough, the Nets don’t 
have the chemistry of a Celt- 
ics team that started slowly 
but has kept getting better as 
the season went on. 


As college sports evolve, what will be NCAA president’s job? 


(AP) - One of Mark Emmert’s go- 
to lines when talking about his 
role as NCAA president and the 
extent of his power to lead the as- 
sociation is to explain how those 
outside college sports mistakenly 
believe his job is similar to that 
of NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell. 


“Thats the worst metaphor you 
could possibly use. Pm more like the 
secretary-general of the United Na- 
tions. I oversee this process, I shape 
it,” Emmert told AP last summer in a 
lengthy interview. 


Tom McMillen, the former Mary- 
land basketball player and congress- 
man who now leads the Lead1 associ- 
ation of Division I athletic directors, 
summed up the NCAA presidency 
this way: “The job is tough. Expecta- 
tions without power.” 


Emmert announced Tuesday he was 
stepping down from the job he has 
held for the past 12 years by June 
2023, depending on how quickly a 
replacement is found. 


Before the NCAA chooses its next 
president and determines the skills 
and characteristics it wants from a 
new leader, the decision-makers for 
the nation’s largest governing body in 
college athltics must first decide what 
they want the NCAA to be and to do. 


“T think it’s a little bit premature to 
define the characteristics you'd be 
looking for in a leader without really 
getting through whatever is described 
as the restructuring, transformation, 
re-reinvention process,” former Big 
Ten Commissioner Jim Delany said 
Wednesday. 


The NCAA is in currently reshap- 
ing Division I —- the wealthiest 
and most prominent level of college 
sports, de-emphasizing the role of 
the national office and handing more 
power to conferences and schools. 
A new, streamlined constitution was 
ratified in January, opening the door 
for each of the NCAA's three divi- 


sions to govern themselves. 


The Division I transformation com- 


mittee, co-chaired by Southeastern 
Conference Commissioner Greg 
Sankey and Ohio University athletic 
director Julie Cromer, has been meet- 
ing weekly and is expected to deliver 
a report with proposed reforms by 
August. 


The 21-member panel has been 
charged with examining what should 
be required of Division I schools, 
what benefits athletes should receive, 
how rules should be made and en- 
forced, and how revenue should be 
shared. 


All of this activity comes as the 
NCAAs ability to govern has been 
undercut by loss after loss in court, 
most notably last year’s unanimous 
Supreme Court ruling against the as- 
sociation. 


“It’s obviously a very different job 
than it was 12 years ago or even eight 
years ago,” said Gabe Feldman, di- 
rector of the sports law program at 
Tulane. “And the role of the NCAA 
president may be significantly dimin- 
ished if the decentralization efforts 
continue and the authority moves 
more toward the conferences.” 


Feldman added: “But it doesn’t mat- 
ter how good the leader is. The cap- 
tain of the ship can’t navigate the ship 
if they don’t have a map and if there 
are holes all over the ship.” 


Emmert’s role during a decade of 
sweeping upheaval in college sports 
was to lead an association that gov- 
erned by representative democracy. 
There are more than 1,100 member 
schools serving nearly 500,000 ath- 
letes. It’s a slow-moving bureaucracy, 
with a wildly diverse membership 
— even just within Division I’s 350 
schools. 


The role of the NCAA going forward 
could be to simply run champion- 
ships, including the management of 
media rights deals for those big-ticket 
events such as the March Madness 
basketball tournaments. 


If that’s the case, is an NCAA presi- 
dent — or CEO or executive director 
—- even necessary? 


“I think if we want to continue hav- 
ing March Madness the way we've 
had it, if we want to continue having 
the coordination among the schools, 
if we want to continue to have this, at 
least in theory, being education first 
and academic institutions competing 
athletically, then yes, I think it is ben- 
eficial to have a central figure over all 
of it,” Feldman said. “But if this be- 
comes more conference-based, then 
potentially no.” 


McMillen said he believes a central 
governing body with a leader will re- 
main necessary. 


“You need someone first of all that 
can articulate a vision of what college 
sports should be, and I don’t think 
that vision is to be mirror images of 
the NBA or the NFL for basketball 
and football,” McMillen said. “It’s to 
be a derivation of higher education.” 


To McMillen, the NCAA's next lead- 
er will need to be someone who has 
or can build good relationships with 
lawmakers in Washington. Emmert 
had become a punching bag for poli- 
ticians on both sides of the aisle while 
pleading for a federal law to regulate 
athlete compensation. 


The NCAAs next leader will also 
need to be able to collaborate with 
conference commissioners, especially 


those of the Power Five leagues such 
as the SEC and Big Ten.

Alcaraz rose two spots after 
winning the Barcelona Open 
on Sunday. He beat Pablo 
Carreño Busta 6-3, 6-2 in the 
final. 


At 18 years, 11 months and 
20 days old, Alcaraz is the 
ninth-youngest man to reach 
the top 10 since the computer 
rankings began in 1973. His 
fellow Spaniard Nadal was 
about a month younger when 
he climbed into the top 10 on 
April 25, 2005, after a title on 
Barcelona's clay. 


The youngest man to crack 
that elite level on the ATP 
Tour was Aaron Krickstein, 
who was 11 days past his 17th 
birthday when he made his 
debut in the top 10 in August 
1984. 


Alcaraz is tied with Nadal for 
the most ATP titles in 2022 


ATP top 10 since Nadal in 2005 


with three; his 23 match wins 
are second behind only Ste- 
fanos Tsitsipas, who has 24 
victories this season. 


Novak Djokovic remained at 
No. 1 after finishing as the 
runner-up to Andrey Rublev 
in the Serbia Open, with 
Daniil Medvedev still at No. 
2, Alexander Zverev at No. 3 
and Nadal at No. 4. 


Nadal, owner of a men’s-re- 
cord 21 Grand Slam singles 
championships, has been in 
the top 10 every week since 
he first got there. 


The only changes in the 
WTA top 10 involved Paula 
Badosa's rise to a career-high 
No. 2, behind No. 1 Iga Swi- 
atek. Badosa moved up one 
spot, switching places with 
2021 French Open champi- 
on Barbora Krejcikova, who 
dropped to No. 3. 


Goalie has Predators 


(AP) The Nashville 
Predators know only too 
well how good a goalten- 
der Juuse Saros is after 
trying to beat him in prac- 
tice for years. 


Now Pekka Rinne's backup 
is one of the NHL best goal- 
ies in his own right and has 
Nashville on the verge of an 
eighth straight playoff berth 
going into their home finale 
Tuesday night. 


Just as the Predators expect- 
ed. 


“We all knew he was going to 
take over at some point,” cap- 
tain Roman Josi said. “Obvi- 
ously, last year was kind of a 
first year. He played a lot of 
games. He was awesome for 
us. We all know how good he 
is. But obviously, he’s having 
an unbelievable year. He’s 
been our biggest key to suc- 
cess this year.” 


Saros is second to only Flor- 
ida’s Sergei Bobrovsky for 
most wins with 38, and no- 
body has started or played 
more than Saros with a ca- 
reer-high 66 games this sea- 
son. He ranks eighth with a 
save percentage of .920, has 
four shutouts and played in 
his first All-Star Game earlier 
this season. 


The native of Forssa, Fin- 
land, made his Nashville de- 
but with a start in the 2015- 
16 season. He took over as 
Rinne’s backup the next sea- 


son, starting more games each 
successive year. Saros moved 
ahead of Rinne in 2020-21, 
starting 14 games more than 
the 2018 Vezina Trophy win- 
ner who retired in July. 


Saros was a big reason the 
Predators made a late run to 
the playoffs last season. After 
returning in the middle of 
March from an upper-body 
injury, he led the NHL over 
his last 23 games with a .945 
save percentage with three 
shutouts down the stretch 
and had a career-high 21 vic- 
tories. 


He tied for second in save 
percentage (.927), tied for 
fifth with his three shutouts 
and fourth with a 2.28 goals- 
against average and sixth in 
wins. He led NHL goalies 
with a .942 even-strength 
save percentage. Saros tied 
for sixth in voting for the 
Vezina Trophy and 11th for 
the Hart Trophy voting. 


Coach John Hynes said Sa- 
ros, now 27, has met the chal- 
lenges that came with know- 
ing Nashville’s net was his 
this season. Saros is putting 
into practice lessons learned 
by watching Rinne by man- 
aging himself from game to 
game while dealing with the 
stress of being the starter. 


“He’s been really consistent,” 
Hynes said. “He’s very con- 
scientious of himself and his 
game and how he’s feeling, 
but I also think he’s been re- 


on verge of 8th straight playoff berth 


ally coachable and he’s a big 
reason we are where we are 
right now.” 


Saros lacks the size the 6--5 
Rinne brought to the net at 
5-11 and 180 pounds. He 
makes up for that with speed 
and vision, able to move 
quickly across the crease. 


“He’s never out of position, 
even cross-ice passes, he nev- 
er struggles to get over there,” 
Josi said. “He’s so quick with 
his movement and also with 
his mind, so I think that’s the 
one thing. He’s never really 
out of position.” 


Predators forward Mikael 
Granlund can’t recall the last 
time he beat Saros in practice, 
something that requires a bit 
of luck. Granlund says he’s 
glad not to have to face some- 
one he’s seen in practice for 
years and skates with during 
the summer. 


“He doesn’t need to make 
splashy plays or anything 
because he’s persistent,” 
Granlund said. “He's always 
there.” 


Saros, like the man he re- 
placed, is humble and speaks 
more with his stick, blocker 
and pads. That doesn’t mean 
he’s shy. Ekholm says the 
goalie isn’t afraid of sharing 
his opinions. 


“What’s been good about him 
this year I feel too he’s been 
more vocal and his voice re- 


ally matters in the room,” 
Ekholm said. “He's a huge 
part of our team.” 


Added defenseman Mattias 
Ekholm agrees: “I wouldn't 
trade him for anyone.”
